Subject.— Scheme for the licensing of restricted varieties of Indiati cotton Textiles 
for export to the U.S.A. during the licensing year 1st October, 1906, to 
30th September, 1967. 

No. P.N, (U.S.A. Licensing)/1 of 1967.—Attention is invited to Government of 
India, Ministry of Commerce, Export Trade Control, Public Notice No. P.N. 
(U.S.A. Licensing) /2 of 1966 dated the 1st September, 1966 on the above subject. 

2. It is hereby notified that following amendment is made in the above said 
Public Notice with immediate effect;-— 

(1) Paragraph I of the said Pub ic shall be substituted by the following: — 

(a) This scheme relates to the export of restricted categories of cotton 
textiles of the ICTA code No. 009/10 (sheeting carded/combed yarn), 
IC.TA Code No. 018/019 (print cloth, shirting type carded yarn), 
ICTA code No. 022 (twill and sateen, carded yarn), ICTA Code No. 026 
(fabrics n.e.s. carded yarn other than ducks), ICTA code 0281/029 
(pillow cases carded/combed yarn). ICTA code 031 (towels other 
than dish towels) and ICTA code 034/035 (bedsheets carded/combed 
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yarn) from India to the U.S.A. under the quota for the "icensing year 
from 1st October, 1966, to 30th September, 1967. 

(b) All unutilised quantities under the quotas issued earlier for shipment 

under ICTA code 009 (sheeting carded yarn) shall valid for shop¬ 
men! of sheeting combed yarn i.e., ICTA code 010, after getting an 
endorsement to this effect from the Cotton Text'es Export Promotion 
Council, Bombay. 

(c) With immediate effect, the export of cotton textiles falling under ICTA 

categories 1 to 8, 11 to 17, 20/21, 23 to 25, 27 to 30 and 32 to 64, shall 
be allowed against Export Licences issued by the Joint Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the basis of the quota 
certificates issued by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, 
Bombay, on first-come-flrst-servcd basis. 

(2) All other items of the above said Public Notice remain unchanged,
